Madam  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  the  Borough  for  the 

year  1967. 


The  Adjusted  Death  Rate  is  again  slightly  higher  than  the  average 
for  England  and  Wales.  The  main  causes  of  death,  in  descending  order  were 

diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation  with  1 20  cases  (4 7%) ; cancer  with  53 
cases  (209?)  and  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  with  35  cases  (ll*%). 

These  three  main  causes  were  responsible  for  81%  of  the  total  deaths. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  for  the  year  w as  258.  Of  these 

121  (47%)  were  aged  75  and  over,  193  (74%)  aged  65  and  over,  and  233  (90%) 
aged  55  and  over.

Comparability  Factors 

Since  1954  the  Registrar  General  has  issued  an  "area  comparability  factor" 
for  each  County  District  and  for  the  County  as  a whole.  The  reason  for  this 
is  to  allow  for  the  way  in  which  the  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  local 
population  differs  from  that  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole. 

Since  1957  the  death  rate  area  comparability  factors  have  been  adjusted  to 
take  into  account  the  presence  of  residential  institutions  in  the  area. 

When  the  local  crude  birth  and  death  rates  are  multiplied  by  the  factor,  they 
are  comparable  with  the  crude  rate  for  England  and  Wales.

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  with  extracts  from  the 
record  of  Meteorological  Observations  made  at  the  Buxton  Weather  Station 
during  1967  : 

The  highest  temperature  recorded  was  74°F  on  the  12th  July. 

The  lowest  temperature  recorded  was  19°P  on  the  9th  January. 

The  heaviest  rainfall  measured  was  1.56"  on  the  16th  October. 

The  highest  daily  sunshine  total  recorded  was  13.7  hours  on  the  20th  August. 

January  : Cold  at  first,  very  mild  during  last  week. 

February  : Dry  at  first;  unsettled  and  stormy  after  mid-month. 

March  : Generally  mild;  sudden  storms. 

April  : Cool,  dull  and  rather  dry. 

May  : Exceptionally  wet  with  frequent  thunderstorms. 

June  : Warm  mid-month,  thunderstorms  during  last  week. 

July  : Unsettled.  Both  sunshine  and  rainfall  above  average. 

August  : Changeable  until  the  1 9th,  then  maily  fine  or  fair. 

September  : Dry  after  an  ms et tied  start. 

October  : Very  wet  with  stormy  periods. 

November  : Sunny  and  rather  cold  generally,, 

December  : Sunny  with  snow  about  mid-month.

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  pleasure  to  present  for  your  consideration  my  tenth  Annual 

Report  as  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

A number  of  matters  of  interest  occurred  during  the  year  which  are 

worthy  of  being  placed  on  record  in  this  Annual  Report. 

1.  The  new  public  conveniences,  both  male  and  female,  were  opened  at 
Burlington  Road,  Water  Street  and  Boarstones  Lane.  These  conven- 
iences are  fully  equipped  with  handwashing  facilities  and  are  of 
modern  construction  which  should  help  keep  the  costs  on  vandalism 
down  to  a minimum. 

2.  The  tender  for  the  second  phase  of  cul verting  Nun’s  Brook,  Hogshaw 

Controlled  Tip  Extension  over  a distance  of  155  yards  submitted  by 
Messrs.  Z.  & W.  Wade  Ltd.,  amounting  to  £9 ,369  18s.  9d.  was 

accepted.  At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  the  work  had  been 
satisfactorily  completed. 

3.  The  operation  of  loading  baled  waste  paper  at  the  Salvage  Depot  was 
improved  by  the  purchase  and  installation  of  an  electric  loading 
hoist. 

U.  An  old  15  cu.  yd.  S.  &D.  fore  and  aft  tipping  refuse  vehicle  was 
replaced  in  April  by  a new  pakamatic  automatic  loading  refuse 
vehicle  fitted  with  a clamp  squeeze  attachment  for  dealing  with 
5 cu.  yd.  bulk  containers. 

The  occupiers  of  the  larger  premises  of  the  town  were  circulated 
and  given  details  of  the  bulk  container  service,  and  by  the  end  of 
the  year  75  bulk  containers  were  in  use. 

5.  The  works  of  improvement  at  Haslin  Slaughterhouse  were  completed  by 
October,  resulting  in  a well  constructed  slaughterhall , additional 
hanging  rooms  and  covered  lairage.  The  appointment  of  a resident 
manager  by  the  slaughterhouse  owner  has  increased  the  efficiency 
and  control  of  the  slaughtering  arrangements. 

6.  Consultations  were  held  with  neighbouring  authorities  on  the  pro- 
blems of  refuse  disposal.  Arrangements  were  made  with  Whaley  Bridge 
Urban  District  Council  to  make  use  of  the  Hogshaw  Controlled  Tip  for 
the  disposal  of  refuse  until  31st  December,  1969,  there  being  no 
facilities  available  at  present  for  this  purpose  in  the  Whaley 
Bridge  Urban  District  Council  area. 

7.  It  was  necessary  to  pay  frequent  visits  to  the  Waterswallows  area  of 
Buxton  to  control  the  itinerant  caravan  dwellers  who  sojourned  there 
during  the  summer  months.  A stern  but  tactful  approach  to  the  sen- 
ior member  of  the  group  usually  resulted  in  an  amicable  agreement  as 
to  their  length  of  stay  and  the  general  cleanliness  of  the  areas 
occupied. 
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8.  Forty  applications  for  Standard  Improvement  Grants  were  received,  of 
which  33  were  granted.  There  has  been  a steady  increase  in  the 
number  of  enquiries  but  the  majority  of  applications  were  from 
owners/occupiers  of  dwellings. 

9.  Two  Closing  Orders  on  dwellings  were  determined,  the  owners  having 
rendered  the  properties  in  all  respects  fit  for  human  habitation. 

The  demolition  of  the  condemned  houses  Nos.  55 , 56,  57,  58  and  59 , 
Level  Lane,  was  completed  and  a modern  bungalow  erected  on  the  site. 

A Compulsory  Purchase  Order  was  made  in  respect  of  Nos.  10,  12  and 
16,  Bridge  Street,  Buxton,  and  No.  lU,  Bridge  Street,  was  trans- 
ferred from  Part  I of  the  Order  to  Part  III  as  recommended  by  the 
Inspector.  A Clearance  Order  made  on  Nos.  1 and  2,  Oakland 
Cottages,  Montpelier  Place,  Fairfield,  was  confirmed  by  the  Ministry 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government. 

The  statistical  report  which  follows  gives  details  of  the  work 
undertaken  by  your  Public  Health  Inspectors  in  respect  of  the  environ- 
mental health  and  hygiene  of  the  Borough. 

I wish  to  extend  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee  for  their  help,  guidance  and  support  and  to  the 
staff  of  the  various  Departments  of  the  Town  Hall  for  their  continued 
co-operation. 

I also  wish  to  thank  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for 
their  cheerful  and  determined  efforts  enabling  the  Department  to  function 
satisfactorily .
